Museum & Gallery at Bob Jones University 

Visit our world-class art collection to see art and 
artifacts dating from Bible times through the 19th 
century. Thirty galleries feature over 400 paintings 
of European sacred art by the Old Masters. M8<G is 
open Tuesday through Sunday from 2 to 5 p.m., 
and a modest admission fee is charged. This season 
the following activities are offered: 

• ArtSpeak Demystified 
Enter an art museum and ques¬ 
tions abound. Where did the art 
come from? How was it made? 

Who owned it? Is it original? 

Visit ArtSpeak Demystified and 
you'll find a relevant, under¬ 
standable and intriguing explo¬ 
ration of the art facts everyone 
wants to know. Look at the 
backs of paintings and discover 
their travel history. Learn about 
how specific works journeyed 
from the artist's studio to M&G's 
galleries. Take a tour that 
unravels the process involved in 
creating different types of art 
media.

• Art and Rhetoric: A Look at 19th-Century 
Paintings and Frames

Nineteenth-century artists considered the frame 
an integral part of a religious painting's composi¬ 
tion—an elegant masterwork on par with the 
canvas itself. Join Dr. Karen Rowe, professor of 
English at Bob Jones University, for an insightful 
lecture about specific works from Living Gallery 
2007 and the significance of nineteenth-century 
frames.
